4. COMMENT: (A) YUGOSLAVS STATE THAT ALGERIANS CONTINUE 
TO PLAY KEY ROLE IN CCNAC, BUT THAT ALGERIA'S POWER WITHIN 
CCNAC HAS DIMINISHED SINCE LAST YEAR. WE NOTE NEVERTHELESS 
THAT ALGERIA HAS LARGEST ROLE IN ANNOTATION OF DRAFT AND 
PREPARATION OF DRAFT PAPERS. WE HAVE GATHERED THAT, 
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CONTRARY TO EARLIER REPORT (COLOMBO 239 (NOTAL)), NO 
DRAFTS HAVE YET BEEN CIRCULATED. 

(B) ACCORDING TO YUGOSLAV SOURCES, SYRIANS AND OTHERS 
VERY LIKELY TO TRY AGAIN FOR ISRAEL S EXPULSION FOR UN. 

YUGOSLAVS ASSERT THEY WILL OPPOSE SUCH ACTION VIGOROUSLY 
AND EXPECT TO BE SUCCESSFUL. YUGOSLAVS DID NOT SAY, HOW- 
EVER, THAT THEY WOULD TRY TO HEAD OFF EXPECTED ALLUSION TO 
THIS IN A NONALIGNED DECLARATION. 

(C) YUGOSLAVS AND MALIANS CONSIDER ALGERIA'S EAGERNESS 
TO HOST MINISTERIAL-LEVEL PREPARATORY SESSION OF CCNAC 
(REF B)) TO RELATE TO ALGERIA'S DESIRE FOR SUPPORT ON
